MAY AWAIT BROWN DATA 


The House civil service commit- 
tee will meet today to receive the 
report of its subcommittee on gor- 
ernment employes’ liberalized re- 
tirement legislation. There is little 
doubt that the committee will agree 
to the bill drawn up by the subcom- 
mittee which provides for retire- 
ment at the end of 30 years at the 
ages of 58, 60 and 62, and for a 
maximum annuity of $1,200 a year 
based on a Salary of $1,800. 

The present maximum annuity is 
$720, which representatives of the 
employes and their friends in Con- 
gress have described as wholly in- 
adequate. 

The committee will determine 
whether to report the bill out im- 
mediately or wait a few days on the 
cost statements of Herbert D. 
Brown, of the bureau of efficiency. 
There is considerable sentiment to 
go ahead with the bill without the 
statement, inasmuch as they are ex- 
pected to work no change in the bill. 

If they reveal anything, accord- 
ing to the sponsors of the Dill, it 
will be that the fixed retirement 
ages can be lowered. There is con- 
siderable agitation on the part of 
the employes for a bill that will 
provide retirement at the end of 
30 years’ service without any age 
limit, but the Senate and House 
committee dealing with it have 
abandoned hope for that lind of 
bill. 

Time is an important element 
because of the plan of Congress to 
adjourn May 1, and it has many 
matters to dispose of besides the 
retirement legislation. Once the 
bill reaches the floor its managers, 
Representative Lehlbach, of New 
Jersey, and Senator Stansfield, of 
Oregon, plan to press it for prompt 
consideration.

A ring, ripped from the hand of 
Mrs. Williams by one of the ban- 
dits, valued at $2,500; a string of 
pearls and two bracelets, all of les- 
ser value, comprised the loot of the 
bandits. 

Nearly $100,000 worth of jew- 
elry, belonging to Mrs. Williams, 
was placed in a vault of the Ameri- 
can Security & Trust Co., Saturday, 
by Mrs. Williams. It was this 
jewelry, police say, that the bandits 
sought last night. 

Flashing revenue agents’ badges 
one of the maids, who opened 
the front door, the bandits entered.

HIGH-PRESSURE DRIVE 
PLANNED FOR GRUISERS 


Means to Eliminate Weighty 
Machinery Studied by 
Navy Engineers. 


TREATY LIMIT IS CAUSE 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The first two 10,000-ton post- 
treaty cruisers to be built for the 
United States, the Salt Lake Cify 
and the Pensacola, may represent 
as radical a departure in marine en- 
gineering practice as was the adop- 
tion of electric drive for all recent 
battleships and for the airplane car- 
riers, Lexington and Saratoga. 


Navy 


As originally designed by the 
Department, the ships would 
be propelled by geared turbines 
which, to save engine weight, would 
be driven by steam under a 700- 
pound pressure, as compared to 300 
or less now generally used afloat by 
all nations. The increase in pres- 
sure carried with it the necessity 
of redesigning boilers, all steam: 
lines, packing glands and other 
parts of the engine plant that must 
bear the greatly increased strain. * 


Final decision depends on the 
success of prospective bidders for 
construction of the Salt Lake city 
who are preparing to submit al- 
! ternative bids based on normal pres- 
sure steam plants of ‘their own de- 
sign. The opening of bids for the 
ship was delayed to permit the vari- 
ous ship building companies more 
time to complete these alternative 
designs. 

If they are successful in design- 
ing boiler and turbine installations 
for the standard steam pressure 
range that will assure the same 
power and speed for the ships and 
not involve an increase in dead- 
weight that would go beyond the 
treaty limit of 10,000 tons, the 
lower pressures might be accepted. 
In that event the experiment in 
high pressure would be deferred 
until a new supply vessel or collier 
is authorized, to avoid risking fail- 
ure or protracted modification with 
a ship built to be an important com- 
bat unit of the fleet.

SCHIPA WRITES JAZZ 
SCORE FOR A COMEDY 


Grand Opera Star Defends 
Use of the Saxophone in 


Classic Music. 

Tampa, Fla., March 7 (By A. P.). 
Occasionally a grand opera star 
places the stamp of appraval upon 
jazz. Tito Schipa, one of the world’s 
greatest tenors, has gone a step 
farther. He is writing a musical 
comedy in which syncopation runs 
riot. A tentative score of this com- 
edy, said Schipa while on a concert 
visit here, is now in the hands of 
Gene Buck, impressario of Zieg- 
feld’s Follies. Its title is to be 
**Mimi.”’ 


Schipa was careful to explain 
that he does not consider jazz the 
highest type of music. However, he 
looks upon devotees of jazz as true 
followers of Pan, and sees in the 
saxophone a medium for interpreta- 
tion of real harmony. 

“The saxophone in grand opera, 
why not?” he asked. “Have you 
heard the saxophone in interpreta- 
tions of the score of ‘Madame But- 
terfly?’ Was it not beautiful, color- 
ful, harmonious, stirring? Yes. 
Were there not one, two, three, 
maybe, saxophones contributing to 
a theme of exquisite beauty?

New York, March 7 (By A. P.). 
New York and London held their 
first telephone conversation today, 
the fiftieth anniversary of the day 
Alexander Graham Bell obtained 
the original patent for the instru- 
ment. As part of the program a 
news dispatch was telephoned from 
London to the Associated Press in 
New York, the first news story 
ever thus to be transmitted across 
the ocean. 

Across more than 
of land and sea, voices in London 
came clearly to listeners in New 
York, and were answered without 
difficulty. Reception at both ends 
was pronounced clearer ecen than 
on average local calls.

The first message transmitted 
was to a reporter of the Associated 
Press, relaying an interview with 
Ambassador A. B. Houghton by a 
reporter for Reuter’s Telegraphic 
Agency, British news bureau. 

The London talkers were at the 
British General postoffice. Their 
words were carried by wire to the 
broadcasting station at Rugby, and 
thence broadcast, 2,900 miles across 
the Atlantic to a receiving station 
at Houlton, Me. From Houlton 
they came by wire 600 miles to the 
listeners in the American Telephone 
& Telegraph offices at 24 Walker 
street. 

The replies went from the Walker 
street offices by wire to the broad- 
casting station at Rocky Point, Long 
Island, across the Atlantic—3,300 
miles by this route—to a receiving 
station at Wroughton, England, and 
thence by wire to London. 


Coincidence an Accident. 


Coincidence of these first public 
conversations with the anniversary 
of the patenting of the first tele- 
phone was an accident, discovered 
only after arrangements had. been 
made. 

It only missed by days coinciding 
with two other anniversaries in the 
history of the instrument.

Bay St. Louis, Miss., March 7 (By 
A. P.).—Newspapers appeared in 
Bay St. Louis, county seat of Han- 
cock county, today containing por- 
tions of the testimony introduced 
yesterday in the trial of Jesse 
Favre, charged with murder. An 
order was issued by Judge Walter 
A. White, presiding on February 
27, that newspapers “‘having a cir- 
culation in Hancock county” refrain 
from publishing such testimony. 
Judge White explained the order 
was based on the presumption that 
other cases probably will be tried 
on the same facts as those devel- 
oped in the Favre trial, and publi- 
cation of the testimony would 
handicap the court in its efforts to 
procure a fair and impartial jury 
for trial of later cases. 

Judge White was asked on what 
statute he based his order and re- 
plied that it was not on any statute, 
but on the “inherent power of the 
court.”’ 

The first testimony was intro- 
duced yesterday afternoon.

enough to close its ears to public 
opinion,’”’ and that ‘‘Mexico was 
acting under an illusion if it con- 
ceived that public opinion would 
not rise against her.’’ 

Copies of the resolutions will. be 
sent to the Secretary of State, to 
the chairman of the committee of 
foreign relations of the Senate, 
and the chairman of the committee 
on foreign affairs of the House of 
Representatives.

GARLAND DONATION 


CONTINUES TO GROW 


More Than Original Fund Has 
Been Distributed, With 
$750,000 Left. 


New 
Officers of the American Fund for 
Public Service have distributed or 
pledged considerably more than the 
$950,000 donated to the fund by 
Charles Garland four years ago, 
but still have on hand a balance of 
$750,000, according to their report 
issued today. Phenomenal increase 


which most of the fund originally 
was invsted nearly doubled the 
assets. 

Up to July, 1925, the report show- 
ed, donations from the fund totaled 
$325,656 and $181,650 was’ then 
outstanding in loans, with $200,000 
pledged as future advances. Ac- 
tivities in the last half of the year 
carried total disbursements nearly 
to the million mark. 

Periodicals and publications re- 
ceived $31,800, workers’ education 
$28,500, research $18,500, educa- 
tional propeganda $10,700, legal 
defense $9,500, negro agencies 
$8,500 and $7,500 for civil liberties. 

The total amount loaned in the 
fund’s three years of existence has 
been approximately $280,000 of 
which $100,009% was repaid.

10-HOUR TRANSOCEAN 
AIR SERVICE IS AIM 


Berlin, Mare ho | €By A Poh, 
10 to 12 hours’ air service between 
Hamburg and New York is the aim 
of a newly formed scientific re- 
search society for aviation in higher 
altitudes, known as the Gesellschaft 
Fuer Hoehenflugforschung, estab- 
lished in Berlin. 

By finding a means of flying at 
an altitude of from six to seven 
miles the scientists of the society 
hope to solve the transoceanic avia- 
tion problem. It is pointed out that 
in the lower atmospheric regions 
airplanes are seriously hampered by 
vertical squalls, fogs and thunder 
clouds, none of which occur in the 
higher. strata. It is expected also 
that such an altitude would in- 
crease the speed of airplanes to 270 
miles or more an hour. 

The society is planning to investi- 
gate atmospheric conditions seven 
miles above the earth by means of 
a combination of flying laboratory 
and observatory. The pilot would 
be installed in a specially heated 
cabin and the members of the ex- 
pedition clothed against cold and 
intensified rays of the sun in the 
rarified atmosphere.

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SNAKE BITE REMEDIES. 
Snake bite remedy was formerly carried in a | 
flask 


in the hip pocket of the citizen who | 
feared or hoped that he might meet venomous 
reptiles. No longer is there any excuse for tot- 
The Smithsonian institu- 
tion has brought about this relief through the 
investigations of Dr. Waldo L. Schmitt, who 
the auspices of the institution, | 
made an exhaustive study of the manufacture 
of snake bite remedies in 


Paulo, Brazil.

In a bulletin which has just been issued by 
the Smithsonian is given a brief account of the 
voyage of discovery which the learned doctor 
undertook for the benefit of mankind in gen- 
eral and for those likely to need antisnake bite 
serum in particular. Of course such an investi- 
-gation would not be complete without statis- 
tics, and as a consequence the good doctor 
gathered a few for the edification of the public 
and the enlightenment of the regents of the in- 
stitution. He reports that “based upon the 
humber of deaths in the state of Sao Paulo, it 
has been estimated that 4,800 people a year 
are killed by snake bites in Brazil and close to 
20,000 people are more or less incapacitated. 
The economic losses are said to run up to about 
$80,000,000 per annum.” 

Dr. Schmitt does not undertake to say just 
how many snakes there were in the enclosure 
which is devoted to the care of snakes in Sao 
Paulo, and which furnish the venom from 
which the serum which nullifies its effect is 
manufactured, but he tells us that during the 
past ten years 55,000 of these pleasant com- 
panions have been received there. He brought 
a supply of this antitoxic serum back with him 
and in order that the demand may not run up 
against a shortage of supply in the near fu- 
ture he has also imported a small consignment 
of very active and very venomous snakes of 
species not heretofore known In the United 
States. : 

Should any reader of The Post, fearing snake 
bite, desire a recipe for the manufacture of the 
remedy he has only to address the secretary 


of the Smithsonian to obtain the necessary 
formula. It is very simple. All that is needed 
ig a horse and a snake.

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ECONOMY IN RETIREMENT: 

In reviewing the present Federal employes’ 
retirement law and its proposed liberalization 
in Sunday’s Washington Post, Senator Robert 
N. Stanfield, of Oregon, coauthor of the bill, 
gives some valuable information and advances 


| unanswerable arguments in favor of the Dill. 
| Senator Stanfield asserts that to give the Fed- 
| eral employes larger annuities and to reduce 


the present age limit will improve the efficiency 
of the government service immeasurably jand 
actually result in saving money. He states, 
also, that a larger annuity is demanded be- 
cause of the higher cost of living. 


‘Many employes who have suffered serious 


loss of efficiency can not be retired because | 
they have not reached the retirement age, SO | 


from a consideration only of the efficiency of 
the government service the annuity should be 
increased,’ says Senator Stanfield, ‘‘and from 
the same consideration the retirement ages 
He adds: ‘“‘The ages are 
(under the present law) that in effect 


superannuation; that is, when the employe is 
unable to perform his duty with satisfactory 
The annuity payments are so low 
that the employes appeal to remain in 
service if able to work and even when not well 
able to do so.’’

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A FOREIGN TARIFF VIEW. 

Mr. Walter Leaf, of the international cham- 
ber of commerce, and chairman of the West- 
minster Bank in London, paints a gloomy pic- 
ture of Europe in his report to the council of 
the chamber. Among other things he says: 


Tariffs and trade barriers have so ham- 
pered foreign trade as to produce stagna- 
tion in industry and unemployment. The 
whole standard of living has been lowered 
by artificial restrictions of human effi- 
ciency. 

Mr. Leaf’s conclusion is that a European 
trade league on a free-trade basis is necessary 
to secure open markets on at least the same 
scale as those of the United States. He adds: 


National jealousies force us here to em- 
ploy, in suicidal trade struggles, efforts 
which should be concentrated on the gen- 
eral advance of human well being. 


It is well to interpret this picture through 
English and not American situations or needs. 
The adoption of tariffs in Great ‘Britain and 
other European countries is not responsible 
for the economic situation in that part of the 
world. The war economically and materially 
crippled all Europe, and caught the United 
States in its destructive forces. 

It should be known to all British economists 
that four years of destruction and suspended 
production of wealth can not be cured in six 
or sixteen years. It may take a whole genera- 
tion or more. England, France, Germany 
and Italy are paying for war, and must endure 
what can not be cured in a few years of peace, 

Great Britain was less able to stand the 
stress of a great war because she had neglected 
her domestic industries and her domestic wage 
level in her search for world markets. _ Sat- 
urated with the free trade or international 
trade idea, many of Great Britain’s economic 
leaders turn back to their old doctrines and

tariff and trade barriers. It is not impossible 
to imagine that whatever progress the four 
leading countries of Europe have made in the 
last six years is due to the adoption of the na- 
tional spirit that Mr. Leaf wishes to destroy. 
It is reasonable to suppose that should 
France, Italy and Germany remove.all trade 
barriers and accept the “‘free trade”’ basis sug- 
gested by Mr. Leaf, Great Britain would soon 
capture the domestic markets of all of those 
struggling countries. How could seizure of 
Germany’s domestic markets by Great Britain 
decrease unemployment in Germany? How 
could British seizure of the domestic markets 
of Italy and France add to the economic and 
industrial: prosperity of those two countries? 
No tariff for the benefit of a country’s in- 
dustry can “lower the standard of living by 
artificial restrictions of human efficiency.”” On 
the contrary it tends to raise the standard of 
living and efficiency. Let us hope that Presi- 
dent Leaf’s ideas and suggestions will not 
emigrate to the United States. They are

Steel Industry Expected to 

‘Avoid Operations Decline 
Experienced in 1925. 


-_ 


‘New York, March (By the As- 
sociated Press}.—The sobering in- 
figences of the sudden and drastic 
decline in stock prices last week 
were evident in all Dusiness circles, 
Which did not conceal their fear 
that the possible sequel to the stock 
market’s reaction might be a period 
of trade depression. 

“In the visible aspects of the spec- 
ulative shake-out, however, there 
appeared to be no justification for 
serious fears regarding business 
prospects. Financial circles have 
recognized for some weeks that the 
pace of commercial activities was 
slackening, but not at a rate to 
cause undue concern. Leading bank- 
erg and industrialists have testified 
to* the soundness of fundamental 
conditions. But the bidding up of 
security values to dizzy heights was 
based on the rosy promises of un- 
limited expansion which have clear- 
ly*failed to materialize, and the re- 
adjustment, quite as extreme as the 
preceding advance, was accepted as 
a natural correction of speculative 
extravagances. 


No Prolonged Influence. 


TO some degree, business opinion 
held, the change in the course of 
the market is bound to have an ef- 
fe¢i upon trade, although not nec- 
essarily an adverse or prolonged in- 
fluence. The reins of credit proba- 
bly will be tightened in certain 
quarters, and a feeling of greater 
caution doubtless will prevail until 
the financial and business centers 
haye fully recovered their equilib- 
rium. 

The actual movements of trade 
last week were illuminated by the 
reviews of conditions in the steel 
industry. Despite the maintenance 
of operations at neary 90-.per cent 
of «capacity, it was estimated that 
the present qhtharter’s production 
would fall to 10 per cent below 
that of the corresponding period 
last year. With most companies 
making a better adjustment of out- 
put to current consumption than a 
vear ago, the industry is expected 
to avoid the sharp decline in op- 
erations which marked the spring 
of 1925. 


Blow to Rail Mergers.

An event of far-reaching impor- 
tance to the transportation world 
was the rejection by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission last week of 
the gigantic Nickel Plate merger 
plan on the ground that its financial 
structure was unfair to stockholders 
of the participating companies. The 
transportation features of the pro- 
posal were approved. 

Unless some way is seen io link 
the properties by recasting the 
financial plan, powerful banking in- 
terests closely identified with the 
Nickel Plate and who contro] many 
other railroad investments believe 
that a serious check will be given 
to the whole program of major rail- 
road consolidations. Other yrail- 
road and financial interests, princi- 
pally those directing pending mer- 
ger propects, hold the commission’s 
ruling has clarified the problem and 
wil] guide the way to consolidations 
in accord with the public interest. 


New Tork Central Lines 
' Produce Better Returns 


} 


New York, March 7 (By A. P.). 
Operations of the New York Cen- 
tral railroad and its affiliated lines 
in 1925 produced better results 
than the year before, excepting the 
Rutland Railroad Co., which had 
a small decrease in surplus of $35,- 
396, it was shown today in a state- 
ment preliminary to the pamphlet 
report. : 

Net income of the New York Cen- 
tral, including the Boston & Albany, 
and the Ohio Central Lines, 
amounted to $48,627,223, a gain 
of $9,376,823 over 1924. Gross in- 
come was $93,430,020, an increase 
of $4,508,716. Surplus for the year 
carried to profit and loss increased 
$3,368,811 to $21,768,272. 

Operating revenues amounted to 
$385,994,505, an increase of $16,- 
$87,574. Railway operating ex- 
penses showed an increase of $10,- 
470,795, leaving net revenue from 
railway operations of $95,553,546, 
a gain of $5,916,770. 

The Michigan Central Railroad’s 
net income advanced $5,178,660 to 
$18,806,194. Surplus for the year 
carried to profit and loss was $13,- 
653,684, a gain of $3,773,430. 
Gross income was $25,292,987, an 
increase of $5,170,662. 

The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis Railway lifted its 
net income $3,326,593, reaching 
$11,407,525. Surplus for the year 
was $8,275,720, a gain of $3,089,- 
366. Gross income of $20,156,869 
Was an increase of $4,311,142 over 
1924. Net railway operating in- 
come was $4,196,441 larger. 

Net income of the Pittsburgh & 
Lake Erie Railroad Co. advanced 
$1,204,447 tO $7,369,602, surplus 
of $3,771,042 having been carried 
to profit and loss, an increase of 
$1,204,447. Gross income was 
$10,097,898, a guin of $872,000.

An offering of $500,000,000 in 
30-year bonds was announced yes- 
terday by Secretary Mellon in con- 
nection with the regular March 
financing program of the Treasury. 

The new bonds will bear interest 
of 3% per cent and are intended, 
‘with balances already on hand and 
the March. tax receipts, to meet the 
retirement of almost $750,000,000 
in outstanding government securi- 
ties March 15 and cover the Treas- 
ury’s further cash requirements un- 
til June, when further financing will 
be necessary. 

This is the first issue of long- 
term securities offered by the Treas- 
ury in a year, and the interest rate 
is lower than on any government 
bonds issued since before the war 
with the exception of the first Lib- 
erty bonds, which were wholly ex- 
empt from taxation. 


Rate Reflects Market. 


Commenting on the lower inter- 
est rate, Treasury officials yester- 
day said it reflected merely the gen- 
eral market rates. It was pointed 
out that the rate of government 
| bonds always were made to conform 
ito the rates in effect generally on 
the market. 

The bonds will bear’ interest 
from March 15, maturing March 
15, 1956, and are redeemable after 
March 15, 1946. They will be 
offered at 190%, and the $615,000,- 
000 in Treasury note of series A- 
1926, maturing March 15, wil be 
accepted in part payment, but will 
not receive preferred allotment. 

Purchase by. the Treasury of 
$100,000,000 in third Liberty Loan 
bonds on March 15 will comprise

U. S. SEEKS DEVICE 
TO WARN OF FROSTS 


Agriculture Department Said 
to Be Negotiating for Swed- 


| ish Invention. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Stockholm, March 7.-—The corre- 
spondent learns that interesting 
negotiations are being carried on 
between the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and a Swedish 
company of manufacturers concern- 


ing the use of the famous Paulin 
aneroid barometer for use both as 
a frost warner for California or- 
chard owners and cyclone warner 
for the districts of the United 
States which are overridden by hur- 
ricanes. 

Mr. Paulin, a young Swedish in- 
ventor and civil engineer, has made 
it possible to register on the aneroid 
the slightest changes in pressure of 
the atmosphere. It denotes a dif- 
ference in atmospheric pressure 
when it is removed from a table 
and placed on the floor. For years 
it has been used on airplanes of 
the American and Swedish armies, 
enabling the flier to see his height 
by a signal disk with a turning nee- 
dle. 

Now the United States authori- 
ties have requested the inventor to 
construct a special apparatus in- 
tended for use as a frost warner 
for farmers. The scheme is to build 
up a number of frost warning sta- 
tions around fruit belts.

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| BIG BILL EDWARDS IS GRID CZAR 


EW YORK, March 7 (By 
N P.).—William H. (Big Cun 

Edwards, football captain and 
lineman in his days at Princeton 
and widely known gridiron ref- 
eree, today was named president 
of the newly-formed American 
League of Professional Football 
Players, the organization sponsored 
by Harold (Red) Grange and his 
manager, C. C. Pyle. 

Edwards, who retired in 1921 
from the post of collector of inter- 
nal revenue at the .port of New 
York, and who was made a special 
deputy police commissioner last 
year, has been appointed to this post 
for three years and will receive an 
annual salary of $25,000, the league 
announced at its meeting here. 

Pyle was elected temporary vice 
president, William Coughlin, of 
Newark, N. J., treasurer, and Col. 
William D. Hayward, former United 
States district attorney, general 
counsel. Four clubs ‘already have 
obtained franchises in the new cir- 
cuit—New York, Newark, N. J.; 
Milwaukee and Boston—and it is 
expected that six more cities will 
be received into the league at a 
meeting in this city late this month. 

One of the _ president’s first 
moves—he has been voted virtual 
dictatorship—-was to have inserted 
in the by-laws a clause prohibiting 
any member club accepting the 
services of any high school or col- 
lege player until after his class has 
been graduated from high school or 
college. 

Edwards said that with such a 
stringent ruling there would be no 
loopholes for promoters. He ex- 
plained that if a football star left 
his “university in his freshman year 
he would not be eligible for profes- 
sional ‘play for three years. 


California Crowding 
N. Y. as Boxing Center 


Sacramento, Calif., March 7 (By 
A. P.).—California has more boxers 
and more fight promoters than New 
York, Secretary Walter Yarwood, of 
the State athletic commission, de- 
clares, basing his comparison on 
1925 figures for both States. 

Although 1925 was the California 
boxng body’s first year of operation, 
it wielded authority over 87 pro- 
moters or clubs, as against 29 under 
the authority of the New York box- 
ing commission. It licensed 2,448 
boxers, as against the’ 1,789 regis- 
tered in New York, and one of the 
California mitt men was Jack 
Dempsey. 

New York led in total receipts for 
the year, the figure being $222,749, 
as compared with California’s $146,- 
769, but it cost the eastern fistic 
board more in proportion to oper- 
ate. The New York commission’s 
expenses totaled $63,447; the Cali- 
fornia commission’s, $22,860.

ULES defining the amateur | 
R standing for women’s sports | 

are not well defined at pres- 
‘ent, but for the benefit of local | 
‘players who have been discussing 
the matter lately in their meetings 
‘the various rulings are here set 
forth. 

The definition of an amateur 
player, according to the constitution 
of the National Amateur Athletic 
federation, to which the tennis and 
golf associations belong, is: An 
amateur is one who engages in 
sport solely for the pleasure and 
the physical, mental and social ben- 
efits she derives therefrom and to 
whom sport is nothing more than 
an avocation. 

Under this definition, individuals 
ineligible for amateur competition 
are those who have (1) taught sr 
coached athletics for pay, (2) com- 
peted under salary or for a fee, (3) 
competed for a cash prize or staked 
bet, (4) competed for or accepted | 
reimbursements other than actual | 
expenses involved as a competitor, 
(5) eempeted for or accepted any 
part of gate receipts, (6) disposed 
of prizes for personal gain, (7) 
competed undér an assumed name, 
(8) misrepresented facts regarding 
eligibility, ability or performance, 
(9) promoted amateur contests for 
personal gain. 

The Amateur Athletic union has 
about the same rulings. | 

The women’s division.of the N. | 
A. A. F. has appointed a committee 
on amateur. standing for women 
and will make its report at the next 
annual meeting of the organization. 

The Lawn Tennis _ association 
also includes in its regulations for | 
amateurs a rule forbidding the use | 
of a player’s name on any tennis. 
goods, also, unless under special 
circumstances, a player being con- 
nected with the sale of tennis goods. 
And a rule prohibiting a player 
from writing aecounts of tourna- 
ments for money or signing articles 
or publishing books on tennis when 
not the bona fide author. 

The United States Field Hockey 


association has for its regulation | 
of an amateur, ‘‘one who does not | 
play hockey for money.’ This is | 
the ruling that all other national | 
hockey associations observe. 

Archery has no regulation at all 
as to the amateur standing of com- 
petitors.

Blanton, of Texas, and Gilbert, of 
Kentucky, have indicated from 
their attitude during the hearings 
on the bill that they favored some 
kind of a.ban for Washington. Mr. 
Hammer and Houston have ques- 
tioned the Seventh Day Adventist 
spokesmen closely, however, as to 
their customs and observances, and 
have assured them that they would 
support no bill which interferred 
with their religion. At the same 
time, though, they have indicated 
that the pending bill could be 
changed to tmpose an amusement 
ban and at the same time not con- 
flict with the Adventists. 

Hearings by the subcommittee 
have been concluded and it is to de- 
liberate now on the nature of a 
bill to be reported. Its sponsors 
have indicated that they would be 
satisfied with most anything as an 
entering wedge. 

Regardless, however. of how the 
measure comes from subcommittee. 
it will develop\a warm fight in the 
full committee, so much of one that 
it will hardly get to the House in 
time for consideration this session 
But the committee is loaded down 
with other District business which 
is likely to get caught in the storm.

More Democracy Urged. 


‘The Post's plan is for more de- 
mocr.Ny in the election of the coun- 
cil. Tht is what I favor. I think 


the criticiInm is well taken that it 
fs not a wofficient warrant of 
spokesmanship for the public of the 
Capital City, when less than 190 
persons cast the vetes that elect the 
council members. The suggestions 
made by The Post are evidence that 
it has the welfare of, the council 
at heart and wishes to see it estab- 
lished on a firmer basis, one that 
might lead to real home rule later. 

“T have heard only one criticism 
of the practNability of heaving all 
the members of all the associations 
in the federation vote for council 
members, instead of only the dele- 
gatés doing so, That is that it 
would let the associations with big 
inembership domifmate the elec- 
tions and freeze smaller associa- 
tions out of represemtation. 

“Tt doesn’t seem to me that that 
is s0 great a danger, but at any 
rate it is not insurmoegntable. It 
can be overcome by use of the Hare 
proportional representation plan of 
voting. This system is Row used 
by .Cleveland in electing its city 
council. It is a plan whereby the 
voter indicates first and second and 
subsequent choices’on his ballot. 


Classifies Choices. 


“For instance, the federation 
elects six of the nine members of 
the council. At an election in 
Which all members of afl associa- 
ijons were to participate, every 
Voter would vote for six. But in- 
stead of just voting alike for all 
six, he would name them in the 
order of his preference for them. 
The first choices would be counted 
first and after any candidate had 
received a majority of the votes and 
was elected, mo more ballots would 
be counted for him, but the second 
choices on his girst choice ballots 
would then be canvassed. 

‘This scheme has worked suc- 
cessfully in many’ cities in several 
countries, and it fmsures minority 
representation and prevents a ma- 
~ jority crowding others out of mem- 
bership in a council. 

‘Tt am in hopes that the federa- 
tion, during the coming year, will 
study this question of broadening 
the: support of voters underlying 
th® council members. I should like 
io see a committee appointed to re- 
port on the plan suggested by The 
Post, I believe we could secure a 
widér and more vital interest by 
the whole community and build up 
more influence for the council, by 
providing it more authoritatively 
with a voice to speak for the com- 
munity.’”’

W. L. Schmitt Visited 
Antisnake Bite Serum 
Institution. 


The most famous institution in 
the world for the production of anti- 
snake bite serum was visited by Dr. 
Waldo L. Schmitt, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to South Amer- 
ica, made under the auspices of the 
Smithsonian institution. This trip 
was made possible by the first 
award of the Walter Rathbone 
Bacon traveling scholarship. 

Nearly all the antivenom serum 
used for experimental purposes in 
this country has came from the in- 
stitution at Sao Paulo. Brazil. It 
was established by Dr. Vital Brasil 
but the government, realizing fts 
importance, aids in its upkeep. The 
serum is found to be equally ef- 
fective against North American 
snakes. 

During the last ten years the in 
stitute has received 55,000 snakes 
Whenever any one catches a par. 
ticularly poisonous snake he ship: 
it to the institute, which in returr 
sends him a tube of serum it go! 
from the blood of horses _ inte 
which the venom of the snake ha: 
been gradually injected. That it is 
of tremendous benefit to Brazil i: 
proved by the fact that hithertc 
4,800 people were killed each yea: 
by snake bite and 20,000 more o: 
less incapacitated. The economic 
losses are said to run up to abou: 
$80,000,000 per annum. Dr 
Schmitt went to South America pri 
marily to study marine inverte 
brates, and the investigation of th: 
snake institute was a side issue. He 
brought some living specimens back 
to the Washington zoo with him.
